“Yes there is no doubting the 
keenness of the ‘Warwickshire 
cricketers, and this enthusiasm Js 
not confined to the playing arena, 
The committee are one of the 
most go-ahead in the country, 


They were the first to see thut 
more. attention to physical fitness 
would pay dividends on the field, 
Thus they adopted football's Iden 
of special pre-season training. 


They got quick results, With- 
in three years they won the 
County Championship afler u 
lapse of 4U years, and for only 
the second UUme since they 
entered the competition In, 1899. 

Proof of the players’ fitness is 
illustrated by the fact that in 
making sure of the Champion- 
ship, the County used only 13 
players, and the 13th, Thompson, 
was not called upon, until they 
were practically home, Nine 
players uppeared in every mutch. 


‘Phe strengli of the. side lay 
in departments where physical 
fitness is at a premlum—bowling 
and fielding, ‘Two bowlers, 
Hollies and Grove, captured over 
100 wickets, . und a third, 
Pritchurd, took 93. 


Hollies headed the first class 
averages for the season. So 
strong was the bowling that six 
matches were won. inside two 
days.
